He then defends Bismarck's 
own political productions, namely, "Con- 
stitution of the North German Confedera- 
tion," and maintains that Bismarck must 
also have a decisive voice in the framing 
of the constitution for the whole of Ger- 
many. With considerable bitterness, 
Geffcken attacks the inevitable radical 
unreason which sees a threat "to popular 
liberty in every firmly established gov- 
ernmental power. He is not less strong 
on "the hatred the ultra-Montanes bear 
to every federal constitution which con- 
fers leadership upon Prussia." Finally, 
he desires the abolition of triennial parlia- 
ments, and the extension of the legislative 
period to five years, a "reform" which the 
imperial chancellor has, indeed, latterly 
carried out. Dr. Geftcken is an inde- 
pendent conservative who, in spite of his 
political principles, stood well with Fred- 
erick 111. from his university days, and

There is a say- 
ing attributed to the German chancellor, 
when questioned as to how the then 
Prince William would stand with him 
should the Prince succeed to tho throne. 
"He will be his own imperial chancellor," 
was Bismarck's reply. In this, at least, 
he seems to have been not far from 
the mark. Tho young Emperor's recent 
journeys about Europe, taken against 
the advice of his chancellor, have 
had the result of throwing Bismarck 
into tho background. Day by day atten- 
tion is rivotted upon the young Emperor. 
A recent letter of the Chancellor -rised the 
phrase, palpably tinged with melancholy 
when referring to the "lonegomeness in 
which he himself now dwells." Tho irony 
of fato has hu willed it that Bismarck was 
soniowhat undor a cloud during the short 
reign of Frederick, owing to politic in- 
compatibility, and that now, when there 
is political harmony on tho main prin- 
ciples of tho government botweon the nuw 
Kaiser, the miiBterful temper of the pre- 
sent sovereign should again load to the 
Chancellor taking a back seat.

Washington, Nov. 10. — The Evening 
Star publishes tho following: — Tlie de- 
parture of Lord Sackvillo and his family 
from Washington will take place about 
the end of the present month. It is in- 
teresting to know the circumstances which 
led to the inditing of the unfortunate 
Murchison letter. It was a dismal au- 
tumnal day at Beverly Farm. Without 
it was cheerless and uninteresting, and 
within it was comfortless and lonely.

The answer was penned and 
marked private, and wont off in tho mails 
of that day, and nothing more was t hought 
of it until tho reverberations of its explo- 
sion in print were heard from tho distant 
shores of the Pacific.

John M. Lawrle, of Blrtle, Man., Leaves Home 
Suddenly— His Brother-in-law Traces Him 
to this City— Ho Arrives from Seattle Last 
Night With a Companion and Caunot be 
Fouud. 

On Wednesday last Mr. J. W. Hanna, 
a well-to-do grain merchant of Virden, 
Manitoba, arrived in this city in search of 
his brother-in-law, John M. Lawrio, of 
Birtle, who left homo on a short purchas- 
ing tour on the 20th of October, hav ing 
in his possession a large sum of money 
which ho intended investing in grain for 
eastern export. Mr. Lawrie had tele- 
graphed his brother-in-law not to dispose 
of a quantity of wheat that ho had on 
hand as ho would bo with him to buy.

Lt was thought at ono timo that tho 
Uiiinesu nation had come to a standstill 
ami that tho Chinese people liid learned 
all that their intellects woro capable of 
comprehending and utilizing.

Their sympathies are awak- 
ened. The grief of Elsmere's wife when 
she discovers that her husband has de- 
parted from tho faith of his fathers— the 
faith which sho believes to be unassail- 
able and which has throughout her whole 
conscious existence been her hope 
and her consolation , is but a 
faithful picturo of what thoy 
know would be folt by those whom 
they dearly lovo if thoy only knew that 
they had become unbelievers. This, we 
think, rather than tho pleasure that is 
folt when reading a well-written story, is 
what causes "Robert Elsmero" to have 
such an attraction for numbers of nominal 
Christians in every community.

"Robert Elsmere" has attracted a 
greater share of lmblic attention than any 
book which has been published in England 
for a lui<,' time. Ono reason of this was, 
perhaps, because lt was reviewed by Mr. 
Gladstone. When so eminent -a man as 
he considered it good enough and import- 
ant enough to notice in so public a man- 
ner many concluded that they ought to 
read it. The book, too, has literary merit 
of a high class and would hare boon wide- 
ly read if Mr. Gladstone had never writ- 
ten a word about it. The story is an ex- 
ceedingly interesting ono and it is power- 
fully told. But, in our opinion, the chief 
reason why "Robert Elsmere" is so wide 
ly road and so much talked about is that 
it, is a book Fur the times. It deals with 
what very many are thinking about, and 
it expresses what thousands would like to 
say. We live in an enquiring age. Peo- 
ple in all places and of overy class are ask- 
ing for the reason of this and that. What 
ordinary people a generation or two ago 
heard and believed without question as a 
matter of course, many of that cIbbs now 
hesitate t. i accept without some evidence 
of its truth, We find men — and women 
too— not of the scholarly class by any 
means, questioning the truth of almost 
everything thoy have been taught in Sun- 
day school and in church. One finds 
one doctrine difficult Of belief, and an- 
other cannot see the reasonableness of 
soiiio tenet which his church asks him to 
accept. The ordinary proofs adduced 
and reasons given do not satisfy them. 
Their religious faith is shaken and thoy 
arc in trouble about their spiritual condi- 
tion. 1 u "Robert Elsmero" thoy lind a 
man who is in tho saino condition as them- 
selves. He, like them, has conversed 
with sceptics and is at a Iohs for argu- 
ments and fuets to moot their objections. 
His inability to dissolve the doubts that 
are suggested to him causes him much 
pain and Buffering. They are in the same 
condition. Like him, thoy are most un- 
willing to Iobu the faith which they im- 
agine thoy once pqsseHseil, and like him, 
they are most reluctant to plunge into the 
darkness that thoy feel is before them. 
Tho sorrow which their confession of 
doubt or uubellef will give tho friends 
they esteem and the relations they lovo, is 
one of tho moat painful elements of the 
atruigrte «'l> iu1 ' t!, l °y Bre . engaged.

was in everything but its name essentially 
Christian. We do not think that broad- 
linded Christians need, look upon " Ro- 
ert Elsmere " as u " dangerous " book. 
Its popularity, however, should teach 
mny earnest religionist; $ lesson which 
they have been slow to learn. It should 
convince them that doubt is much more 
common in the Christian world than is 
epresentod by many superficial observers 
who aro regarded as authorities in the 
congregations, and that the men who are 
slipping away from Christian influences 
are not by any means the worst or the 
least intilligont in the community. When 
they are convinced of this they will do 
well to look about them for some effec- 
tive means to confirm waverers in the 
faith, and to prevent active-minded and 
intelligent members of the churches drift- 
ing into tho dark and dreary sea of un- 
belief. This is a work which must he 
done wisely and discreetly. Weak in- 
vective and goody-goody exhortation aro 
hindrances, not helps. If the Robert 
Elsmores are not to be indefinitely and 
rapidly increased, the strong men must 
get to work and they must exort them- 
selves intelligently and with a will.

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OUR TORONTO LETTER. 

Tile Industrial Exhibition- British Colum- 
bia's Exhibit Attracts Much Attention- 
Annual Convention of the Toronto Uni- 
veislty— President Wilson's Inaugural Ad- 
dress. 

Toronto is always lively in tlio full. Be- 
ginning with the industrial Exhibition, the 
city assumes an animated appearance in 
stnkiug contrast to the comparatively 
slow and easy-going traustiotioiia of tho 
summer months; Energetic attention to 
business is found very uncongenial witli 
tho thermometer ranging in tlio "niuo 
ties" and tlio commercial man tinds his 
mind continually wandering to his island 
retreat, where sheltered from I lie scorch 
ing rays and in sound and sight of the 
cool waters of Lake Ontario, his family 
are enjoying delightful rest. Perhaps the 
ever-recurring vision is too enticing for 
his hut, perspiring self to 
sist, and enquiries for the firm's 
head are met with the answer: 

"Oh ! you want Mr. Brown, why, Mr. 
Brown took the ferry home an hour ago." 
However, a different state of affairs pie- 
vails in the full. What was before torpid 
and slow is now converted into bustling 
excitement. Everyone seems to get a 
"move on," tho very air suggests action, 
and as a natural result, business starts in- 
to life at an accelerated pace. It is rather 
lutu to refer to the exhibition, but I have 
heard many flattering remarks from Tor- 
pntonians respecting 

British Columbia's exhibit. 

Toronto has certainly shown commend- 
able enterprise in developing her Indus- 
trial exhibition to snob a rare standard of 
Excellence. For an annual event, it is 
conceded to be the most, successful 
on the continent . its arrangements 
being conducted with a nicety .if careful 
detail and shrewd management that have 
in no small measure been accountable for 
its nourishing condition. The space al- 
lotted to the liritish Columbia exhibit 
received much curious inspection from 
visitors, who took .advantage of the occasion 
to become more intimately acquainted 
with the creditable collection hailing from 
the Pacific province. The specimens open 
to the view of sighi-seers, undoubtedly 
did more good than the wholesale distri- 
bution of descriptive pamphlets.

Use of Thin Aid to Frnonil Appearance 
In It.-llglou. Service. 
It would be curious to know what mys- 
llc meaning our forefathers attached to 
soKiniplu an net hb that of combing tho 
hair. Yet we learn from old church his- 
tory that the hair of the priest or Bishop 
was thus combed several times during 
divine service by ono of the inferior 
die rgy. 

The comb Is mentioned as one of the es- 
sentials for use during a high mass when 
sung by a Bishop, aud both in English 
and foreign cathedrals thoy were reck- 
oned umotiK the costly possessions of tho 
church. Some were made of ivory, some 
were carved, others femmed with pre- 
cious stones. 

Among the combs specially known to 
history are those of St. Neot, St. Dunstau, 
and Malachias. That of St. Thomas the 
Martyr of Canterbury is still to bo seen 
in the Church of St. Sepulchre, at Thet- 
ford, and that of St. Cuthberb at Durham 
Cathedral, 

From sundry references dn old legends 
to the use of the comb iu divination, and 
from its appearance in combination with 
pngau emblems on rudely sculptured 
stones in various parts of Scotland, it 
seems probable that this was one of the 
objects of pagan veneration which early 
Christian teachers deemed it prudent to 
adopt, investing it with some new signifi- 
cance, — Coriihill Magazine.

Speculation is a business that must be 
studied as a specialty, and though it is 
popularly believed that any man who has 
money can speculate, yet the ordinary 
man, without special training in the busi- 
ness, is liable to make as great ii mistake 
In this attempt as the man who thinks hu 
can act as his own lawyer, aud who is said 
"to have n fool for a client." 

The common delusion that expert 
knowledge is not required in speculation 
has wrecked many fortunes aud reputa- 
tions in Wall street, and is still very 
influential in its pernicious and illusory 
achievements. 

Professional advice iu Wall street, as iu 
legal affairs, is worth paying for, and 
costs far less in the end than the chief 
"points" that are distributed profusely 
around t ho Street , thick as autumn leaves 
in Vallambrosa, and which only allure 
the innocent speculator to put bis money 
where he is almost certain to lose it. 

My advice to speculators who wish to 
make money in Wall street, therefore, is 
to ignore the counsel of the barroom 
"tippers" aud "tipplers," turn their bucks 
on "bucket shops," aud when they want 
"points" to purchase, let them go to 
those who know.— Henry Clows.

Ho coon- 
monded Grand Master Powdorly highly 
for not permitting any one who is directly 
or indirectly connected with tlio liquor 
traffic to have any connection with the 
Knights of Labor. Ho showed tliat 
whiskey, as a manufactured commodity, 
gives less to labor than any other product. 
He spoilt much time in showing that it's 
manufacture gave but little to the farmer 
and the mechanic in return for what it 
took from them. His object was to show, 
from an economical standpoint, that the 
manufacture and sale of strong drink is 
the reverse of beneficial to the wage- 
earner.

An Organization That In lining a Good Work 
—Expect to Kroct New and Com- 
fortable lliirruvkB. 

The sound wf the big drum and the 
hearty andVd'l imes unmusical songs of tho 
Salvation Army have become familiar to 
tho ears of almost every resident of Vic- 
toria. The army has now boon working 
here for a little over a year, and despite 
the adverse comments on tho peculiarities 
of their methods to bo heard on every 
hand, it must be acknowledged that thoy 
are doing good. One of their peculi- 
arities is the march. Almost every night, 
tho soldiors are" to be mot with as thoy 
parade the principal streets, with flags 
flying and the music of tho drum and 
tamboriiie heralding their approach. 

Curiosity, if nothing else, generally in- 
ducus a crowd composed principally of 
those who would never think of entering 
a church, to stop and listen. Some of 
course follow to the barracks and are in- 
duced to remain to the entiro service. It 
is in this way that the work of the army 
is accomplished. They aim to reach those 
who would nevor go to a place of worship, 
by going to them. 

The Biblo is of course the foundation of 
army work. The officers are instructed 
to take it as their guide and interpret it 
just as they understand it. Thoy recoive 
no instruction in their work othor than 
a brief course at the training school, 
whore they are given an idea of 
the system followed in the army work. 
Tho soldiers as they show thomsolves zeal- 
ous and useful in working for tho good of_ 
humanity are raised from the ranks to lib' 
the positions of officers, It is a labor of 
love simply and solely. The officers re- 
ceive sufficient to provide them with food, 
lodging and clothing, and nothing more. 
The staff at Victoria at present consists of 
but two officers, Capt. A. Harris and 
Lieut. Dimvoode, who have thirty soldiors 
under their command. 

In conversation with a Colonist re- 
porter yesterday, Capt. Harris said: "The 
class we aim to reach more than any other 
is the drunkard. Temperance is one of 
the greatest planks in the army platform. 
We don't enroll any man as a soldier 
in the Salvation Army who is not willing 
to abstain from liquor, tobacco and every- 
thing of the kind. We don't consider that 
a man is converted unless he is willing to 
give such things up. Of course we are 
working against very strong opposition 
bore. The churches don't join with us. 
They don't like our plan. There area 
great many poople in this town who are 
very self willed. They think they are 
good enough and they do all they can to 
hurt the Army." 

Since coining here the police have seen 
that we are not molested. We wero an- 
noyed a little at first, but the papers 
helped us and we have not been disturbed 
at all lately. The army all over tho world 
is getting stronger every day. There are 
two separate organizations in the United 
States known as the Salvation Army. Tho 
one is commanded by a son of General 
Booth. We have nothing to do with tho 
other. The army in Canada is under the 
command of Commissioner Coonibes, and 
we have Major Voung, of Winnipeg, at 
the headquarters of our district. He has 
boon with us here in Victoria for several 
days. One of the most attractive features 
of the army work is the singing. We use 
popular song tunes for most of our hymns. 
It is the singing that draws most of the 
people that come to our meetings, and 
when we get them to attend wo try to 
reach their hearts and bring them to 
God."
